Please reconsider the application in view of the following remarks. 
Disposition of Claims 

Claims 5-10, 12-35, 38-39, 42-61, and 63-73 are pending in this application. 

Election/Restrictions 

Examiner states that the application contains claims directed to patentably distinct species 
including the first through the ninth embodiments corresponding to figure 1 through figure 9 of 
the application and requires a single species to be elected for prosecution. 

The Applicants hereby elect the species of the eighth embodiment corresponding to 
figure 8 of the application for prosecution. The Applicants respectfully assert that all claims 5- 
10, 12-35, 38-39, 42-61, and 63-73 are directed toward the eighth embodiment as all claims 
relate to a CMOS transistor structure depicted in figure 8 of the application.
